GENTLEMEN: Replying to your letter of March 
29, we beg to say : 

1. That we should be very sorry to say one 
word that would tend to ‘* confuse’’ or embarrass 
the progress of the Dorsheimer bill, which has 
our best wishes for its success. 

2. We do not quite see how t e fact of Ameri- 
can authors obtaining copyright in this country 
militates against the justice of the Dorsheimer 
bill. 

3. It may be stated, however, that the decision 
Jefferys v. Boosey was given in 1854, while that 
of Routledge v. Low was given in 1868, fourteen 
years later ; and although in the latter case the 
question of non-residence did not arise, simply 
because Miss Cumming was residing in England 
at the time, yet the opinion expressed by the 
Lord Chancellor Cairns and other lords was so 
strong in favor of the view that first publication 
in this country is all that is necessary to secure 
copyright for a foreigner here, without the need 
of residence in British Territory, that it has 
constantly been acted upon ever since, and cer- 
tainly no one has ever yet ventured to dispute the 
validity of copyright so acquired. 

4. We may add that copyright acquired in 
England means copyright throughout the British 
Dominions ; therefore an American author se- 
curing his copyright in Great Britain places him- 
self as regards Canada in precisely the same 
position as a British author, both as to the im- 
portation into Canada of the English edition and 
the imposition of duty on the American edition, 
and if the proper formalities are gone through 
in Canada for printing an edition there, the 
American edition is absolutely excluded. 

5. While we state these facts we are constrained 
to add that this method of gaining copyright by 
an American is a most unsatisfactory one, and 
certainly it should be used as a very strong ad- 
ditional argument for the Dorsheimer bill, which 
is simple, honest, and straightforward, and being 
untrammelled by /rade influences on both sides 
of the Atlantic, we cordially hope it will pass, for 
the good of authors on both sides.
